The organization adheres to a strict policy for monitoring the use of grant funds in the United States by (1) enabling it to retain control and discretion as to the use of 
the funds, (2) maintaining records that establish that the funds were used for exempt purposes, and (3) limiting the distribution of funds to specific projects that are in 
furtherance of its own exempt purpose In addition, each potential grantee must submit a grant proposal to the organization which outlines the grant amount requested 
and the purpose of the grant The organization will then conduct a pre-grant inquiry which addresses the following (1) the identity, prior history, and experience of the 
grantee organization and its managers, (2) whether the grantee has a history of compliance with the terms of previous grants, (3) the current project, and the 
connection to the organization's mission After the grant has been approved, a grant award letter is sent to the grantee discussing the terms of the grant This letter 
requires the grantee to furnish the grantor with a report on the use of the funds and the progress made in accomplishing the purpose of the grant
